Eleven Sicilian Villages 


and Towns Have Been 
Completely or Partially 
Destroyed. 


LONDON, 
June 
20 — Paloma 


and Santo Spomo, two villages at 
the base of Mount Etna, ha\e been 
overwhelmed by molten lava, said 
a Central News despatch from 
Rome at noon. 


The movement of the molten 


lava has slackened somewhat, but 
the smoke and vapor has increased 
casting a pall of darkness over the 
whole countryside. 


'Lava has reached the outskirts 


ot Castighone 
and Linguaglossa, 


but if it slows u<p there is hope of 
saving the greater part ef both 
towns. 


An earlier Central News des- 


patch reported the lava had brok- 
en out in a new direction from Et- 
na's crater. It stated that molten 
streams were flowing 
down the 


western slope of the? volcano with 
great speed and volume. 


The despatch described the pit- 


iful scenes along the Sicilian roads 
leading from 
the volcano. 
They 


were clogged with peasants and 
with women with batbies in their 
arms. 


intense heat over roads littered 
with household articles that had 
been cast aside. Some carried an- 
cient umbrellas to protect them 
from the cinders whic* fell in a 
steady stream. A tragic grief mark 
ed every family for the life efforts 
of all had been swept away in the 
deluge of lava. 


A telegram from ,.<5atania said 


King Victor Emanull wa» tireless 
in his efforts to comfort the refu- 
gees and to give jvhat material as- 
sistance 
he could. 
According to 


this dispatch 
the following were 


among the villages inundated by 
lava : 


Picciolo, Pallamelata, Aquasor- 


gente, Cerro, Germinana, Piano- 
Fehce, Cazamca, 
Casamma 
and 


Mato.

THE SIGNIFICANCE OF CHINESE BANDITRY 


The Chinese bandits have liberated the last of their 


foreign captives, and the Peking government must be 
heaving a sigh of relief. The central government in 
China is traditionally a weak affair, and the overthrow 
of the Man.chu dynasty some years ago did not serve to 
strengthen it. Had it occurred in the good old days 
preceding the Great War, it would have served the very 
useful purpose of Western powers to grab a few more 
ports and concessions and impose a heavy indemnity. 
Fortunately, a higher ideal of international ethics has 
arisen, and such high-handed banditry of a political 
character is not good form. 


, 
Still, if China is to take its place in the great family 


of nations, the protection of the nationals of other coun- 
tries will have to be assured against such incidents as 
tins which has kept the diplomatic corps of the nations 
busy for a month or so. Here in the United States, the 
federal government is rather powerless to intervene in 
the case of outrages on foreigners within the confines of 
the States. The killing of Italians in New Orleans some 
years ago, the anti-Japanese legislation of California 
which deeply hurt the pride of Japan, and such a case 
as the Sacco-Vanzetti case in Massachusettes at present 
are purely State affairs. The federal government can 
advise and request ^ such cases, but it cannot coerce.
